July 20.— Governor Loti Small, in­ 
dicted today by t he jSan^amon county grand jury for em­ 
bezzlement and conspiracy to defraud the state declared in 
a message to “ The People of Illinois” tonight that he is ‘‘ab­ 
solutely innocent of every charge they make.’ 
He added that he believes Lieutenant Governor Sterling 
and Vernon Curtis, indicted with him, are equally inno­ 
cent. 
The governor’s statement follows: 
“ You, who elected me your governor by the greatest 
vofe ever given a chief executive in Illinois, are entitled at
